Dr. K. C. Hoffman, pro- 
nounced life extinct. Heart disease 
was the cause of death. 

Mr. Kreamer moved to Nnrbcrth .'!.'! 
::« years ago, and has assisted in the 
development of most of its organiza- 
: tions. He was the ninth resident of 
the village of Narberth at its incep- 
, tion, and was a member of the Com- 
mittee of five who secured the charter 
'.■' for the Borough in 1K94. 

Though) a life-long Methodist, the 
Presbyterian Church of Xartiorth was 
organized in Mr. Kreamer'.* 'homo on 
■ June 2, 1891, and he becmne its first 
■'■'. treasurer. With the organization of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in Nar- 
bcrth, his activities soon centered there. 
He become a niiemb< r of tliv building 
committee, and because of his training 
and ability, at on-ec achieved a leading 
part, and served for 27 years as trustee, 
' of which Board he was also President. 
25 years as active Superintendent of 
the Sunday School, and the last two 
years as Superintendent Emeritus. 
• Mr. Kremmer was boni in Philadel- 
phia, July 17, 184!), and never separ- 
ated himself from the life of his «in-

THURSDAY 




The Home and School Association 
meeting on Thursday of last week, was 
held in the High School Auditorium. 
There were upwards of one hundred per- 
sons present, including practically the 
entire faculty of the I'ublic School- of 
the Horough, for whom an informal 
reception was given, as a part of the 
evening's program. 

A discussion on the general subject 
of the physical development of school 
children was entered into. This was 
led by Mr. Carl A. Hummel, in charge 
of Boys' Athletics, of the Division of 
Physical Education. of the I'ublic 
Schools of Philadelphia, who gave an 
interesting and instructive talk on ihe 
gnat im|«ii1:lnce of the efl'i '! tin- 
health of (he school children will have 
on the character of work they do in the 
class room. He dwelt particularly on 
the value of having children form 
hygienic habits in the home to supple- 
ment the training given them in the 
schools. Proper organization of sports, 
as well as the kind of games best suited 
to chidlren, was considered, and during 
the general discussion following his 
talk he strongly urged for Narberth 
the substitution of soccer foot-ball for 
the regulation football games as con- 
ducted by the college and university 
teams. 

Mr. Hnnnncl spoke of the value of re- 
creation centres, which was later taken 
up by President Wentz, who urged 
every member of the Home and School 
Association to do his or her utmost to 
have every voter in the Borough go 
to the polls on February fifh mid auth- 
orize the- Borough Council, by a un- 
animous vote, to procure the -property 
for the recreation centre for NarbcTth. 
He explained that as the majority of 
the residents of the Borough iiad^ex- 
prcssed themselves in favor Of?' the 
playground, the special election was 
simply to correct an error for which 
the Borough authorities were in nowise 
responsible, an-d that a unanimous vote 
at this time would show the real Nar- 
berth community spirit. 

Owing to the fact that the stated 
meetings of the Home and School As- 
sociations conflicted with stated meet- 
ings of other organizations of the 
Borough, the By-Laws were amended 
by designating the fourth Thursday 
of ejach month ns the regulnr meeting 
night lierenfteT. From a thorough can- 
vass of the Borough, it was found that 
this night was one of the very few 
in each month on which there is no

SELF 

K n raged by her refusal to return and 
live with him, Dennis Butler, of 1330 
.North o")th Street, killed his wife and 
committed suicide on Monday. 

Mrs. Butler, known in Narberth un- 
der her maiden name of Margaret Tier- 
ney, was met at the- station as she 
left the ".02 train by her husband. He 
accompanied her as far as 320 Dudley 
Avenue, where, his entreaties being of 
no avail, he drew a revolver and shot 
her down in the middle of the street. 
He then ended his own life by a bullet 
in the brain. 

The couple had been secretly married 
last June. They had lived together for 
tftireo months at 4612 Brown Street, 
and, after the separation, Mrs. Rutler 
returned to Narberth and lived with 
her brother and father at 519 Dudley 
avenue. She was thirty : one. 

The dying woman was carried into 
the home of Charles Herndon. at :il0 
Dudley Avenue, and Dr. Kninnia C. 
Hoffman was summoned. Realizing 

that she was beyond medical attention, 
Dr. Hoffman summoned Rev. Richard 
Crowley, who administered the last 
rites of the Catholic Church as the 
w£>man died. 

Rutler 's body was taken in charge 
by the Ardmore police. A note in his 
pocket showed that the act was pre- 
meditated. 

According to available information, 
this is the first murder in the history 
of the Borough of Narberth.

Nobody wants to go back to street 
gas lamps or the age of -the bucket- 
and-tln-pan bath room, and I cant be- 
lieve that Narberfcli people want to save 
jhoney-^and it is very little that will 
bo saved per. person — nt the expense of 
the good appearance of our town. 
, The before-the-war method of col- 
lecting ashos from the cellars was one 
of the several things that made Nar- 
berth one of the most attractive su- 
burbs around Philadelphia.
